SHIP CANALS. 

Proposed Joint Commission on Deep Canal* 
Between the Ocean and the 
Great Lakes. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 —The scnafo com- 
mitteo on commorco to day reported favor- 
ably on tho amendmont to tho Bundry oivil 
bill of Vilas authorizing the President to 
appoint a commission to confer with a like 
commission to bo appointed by Great Britain 
and tho Dominion of Canada us to tho feasi- 
bility of building suoh canals as will enablo 
vessels ongaged in oooan commorco to pass 
to and from between tho grout lakes and the 
Atlantic ocoan with an adequate and con- 
trollable supply of water for continual nso. 



London, Feb 8. — A dispatch from Chofoo 
this afternoon Bays tho Japanese havo car- 
riod tho poBitiona at Woi-Hai-Woi and havo 
captured or aunk tho wholo of tho Chineso 
northern floot. Tho JapanoBO during tho 
night of Monday laBt, February 4, oloarod 
Wei-Hui- Wei harbor of all torpodoos and 
submarino mines by tho skilful uso of small 
torpodo and Btoam launches from tho war- 
ships, with which tho small oraft grappled 
for and out tho wiros connecting tho sub 
marino mines with tho shore. When tho 
dangoroua obstructions woro removed tho 
JapaneBO torpodo boats made a Bplendid 
dash for tho harbor and attacked tho 
Chinese lleoti with such skill that tho battle 
ship Ting Yuen was Bunk. These taoticB 
wero continued during tho night of Fobruary 
5, and, as reported, tho Chen Yuen, L»i 
Yuen and other Chinese warships weio 
blown up and tho romainder of tho Chinese 
fleet wiro oaptured. Following up this 
splendid success, the Japanese oomplcted 
the capture of Wei-Hal- Wei yesterday by 
landing a largo foroo and seizing I lie island 
of Kung Tao, which has mado a gallant de- 
fence against heavy odds. 

At duybreak on Sunday tho Japanese fleet 
oponed tiro on tho Laukungtao f irts, whioh 
repliod vigorously. Tho bombardment be- 
nitio terrific. Tho first Japanese division, 
including tho flagship, diteoted its force 
against tho eastern island battories, while 
tho second division shollod Fort Sehip. Tho 
('hineBo fleet Boon camo to tho assistance of 
tho forts, The Ting Yuen used her gun3 
without effect, but succeeded in diverting 
some of tho Japanese firo from tho forts to 
hersolf. Tho Lai Yuen, a smaller ship, also 
fought well. There were many casualties. 
Twj Chinese gunboats also usaiBted but were 
not badly damaged. These four vosaelB 
fought, desporaloiy until dark, whon tho fir- 
ing ceaBed on both aides. Tho ( 'ninoeo forts, 
especially Fort Sehip, sufferod immenoo 
damage Tho Chineso fire towardB evening 
indicated that the gune wore diBablod, that 
tho gunnors wero killod, or that ammunition 
waa becoming aoaroo. The eea was rough 
on Sunday, but, foariDg that tho Chineso 
would ondoavor to cscapo, tho Japanese 
fleet; did not seek shelter, romaining to block 
tho exits from tho harbor. 

During tho night tho JapaneBO learnod 
from a prisoner who had boon oaptured 
aahoro that Admiral Ting, tho Chinese 
naval commander, had ordered tho captains 
of tb-> variouB ships to remain inside tho 
harbor, even if tho islands should be cap- 
tured, and to endeovor to deBtroy tho Japan- 
eao floot. Every offioor waa ordored to ro- 
main at hie poat until tho last, under pain 
of dishonor or death. Tho bombardment 
was resumed to-day, Sunday's operations 
being repeated. The firo from Fort Sehip 
continued weakly. Tho Chineso men-of- 
war wero ao repeatedly and badly hit that 
their guns wero handlod with difficulty and 
with leaa spirit. 

Toward tho close of the fight the groat 
battle ships Ting Y 7 uen and Chen Yuen 
wero dieobled. They gradually settled 
down and foundered, amid the ahouta of tho 
Japaneao both on tho land and Bea. The 
other Chineso veesols were in distress. 

Chitoo, Feb. 8 — Tho Japauoso landed a 
force of troops near horo yestorday evening 
with the intention of capturing thia city. 
Tho landing was about ton miles ouatward 
of Chofoo, and on immediate advance upon 
th» city waa ordored. As thia diepatch is 
sent tho Japanoso are attaoking tho forts 
defending tho euBtorn part of Ch( f jo. In- 
tonao excitement prevails, and :t Ir expoated 
a aovero engagement will occur to day. 

New York, Feb. 8 —Tho World pub 
lishea tho following cablo from Chin Kiang, 
China : " Thoro is no truth whatever in 
tho report that any cliicors of tho United 
States gunboat Concord havo been captured 
or arrested by the Chinese hero. Moreover 
thoro baa been no trouble hero of any sort 
In whioh tho Concord's olficora or other 
Americans aro involved. (Signotl) A. C. 
Jones, United States Consul." Some 
Japanoso ahips whioh appeared thia 
morning near Ninghai, a town between 
Woi-Hai-Wei and this city, and began bom- 
barding tho forta on tho west aido of the 
town, ieft Boon aftorwards without doing 
domago. 

London, Feb. S. — Tho Contral Nowa cor- 
respondent in Port Arthur confirms the 
previous reports by that agency of tho cap- 
ture of Li lvuug Tao and tho sinking of tho 
Chinese warships. Ho BayB that during tho 
attack upon tho island on Wednesday a 
Chineso shell exploded aboard tho Japanese 
cruiser Tsukuahi, killing and wounding 
oight mon. To tho Mat of Chineso vessels 
already reported aa sunk tho correspondent 
addB threo, but doca not give their names. 
Ho donies tho report of a JapaneBO attack 
upon Chofoo. Tho firing of tha city, he 
says, was presumably by retreating Chinoao 
troops. Admiral It.o is trying to aacortain 
tho facts. 

Tho Central News correspondent in Tokio 
telegraphs that Admiral Ito reporta from 
Wei-Hai -Wei, under tho date of Feb. 7 : 
" While wo wero bombarding tho forts tho 
enemy's torpodo Hoot issued from tho har- 
bor. A flying squadron chased them, and 
disablod twelvo of them, either by sinking 
them or driving them ashoro. Captain 
SameBaima reportB that in paaaing Chefoo 
ho wltnoasod a heavy cannonading directed 
toward tho harbor, into whioh sholls from 
land guna could ho seen dropping. Ho pre- 
sumed that this outrage waa committed by 
tho rotroating Chinese. Tho English, 
Fronch, German, Ruoeian and Amerioan 
warships wore in tho harbor." 

Tho Bame correspondent aapa : "Kai Ping 
roporta mention caunonading in tho direc 
tion of Ying Kow, whero it ia auppoaed new 
troops are drilling and making ready for the 
advance Tho enemy's aoouta frequently 
approached tho JapaneBO advanced lineB 
from two directions. There are no signs of 
a ChineBo rotroat. Evidently tho enemy 
aro in camp. More than 30 guns havo been 
counted among them by tho japanoao." 

Washington, Feb. 8. — Tho Koroan lega- 
tion haa eorved notico on the Chinoao 
minlBtor at Washington that Korea is inde- 



pendent, a fact that he had ignored in send 
log the Korean Chargo d'Aflairea a copy of 
tho Chinoao almanao for tho ourront year, 
Ordinarily tho presentation of a calendar 
might not be considered a matter of groat 
importance, but the Chinese yeare are 
arbitrarily managed by tho Emperor, who 
haa arranged for thia year to have thirteen 
months, inoludlng an additional month of 
May. Thia calendar ia annually distributed 
to tho subjects of tho Emporor and to 
the rulers of vassal statei, who 
are commanded to govern their dates 
by the Emporor's eyBtom. Heretofors 
Koroana have uaod tho Chinoao year, meat 
of tholr traoBaotionB being with Chins, and 
thia has boon considered by China a Batls 
faotory proof of vassalogo. When Yang 
Yu, tho Chinoao minister hero, sent tho 
Koreans an official calendar sovcral days 
ago, it was promptly roturned to him with 
a notico that thoy had no ubo for it, aa hero- 
aftor thoy intended to count time aa other 
civilized nationa. 

Paris, Feb. 8. — Tho Europoan edition of 
tho Herald will publish to morrow a dia 
patch dated at Cbefoo thiB morning. The 
correspondent rays that tho Chineso Ad- 
miral Ting Is holding out at Wel-Hal-Wel 
with what ia left of his squadron, and that 
tho majority of tho Japanoeo troopa aro ad- 
vancing upon Chefoo. 

London, Fob. 8.— Tho Timea correspond- 
ent in Yokohamo, after confirming tho re- 
port that China had tolcgraphed a atato 
ment of her intention to fully acoredit her 
poaoo onvoys, eaya that the documents will 
follow quickly and the negotiations possibly 
will bo renewed In Maroh. 



PROMINENT AMERICANS 

Aro Among- Those Sentenced to Death 
For Complicity in Hawaii's 
Latest Uprising:. 



Their Government Will Fully Investi- 
gate the Evidence Before Per- 
mitting; the Execntion. 



Washington, Fob. 8 — President Cleve- 
land to-day transmitted to congress the ap- 
pondod important oommunicationa on tho 
lato8b development of the Hawaiian situa- 
tion. The dooumenta referred to show a 
more serious oondition of affairs than re- 
vealed by tho press telegrams. Minister 
Willis says : 

'\The revolt was over on the 9th Janu- 
ary, the caBualtios being — Government, one; 
Royalists, two. The court-martial convonod 
on the 17th has tried 38 oaaos, and thoro 
aro 200 more to bo tried, while further ar- 
reata are being made daily. Guliok, a 
former minister, and Soward, minister and 
major in the Fcdnral army, both Americans, 
and Rickard, an Englishman, have been sen- 
tenced to death ; all have heretofore been 
prominent in politics, Thomas B. Walker, 
formerly in tho United States army, haa 
been aentenced to imprisonment for lifo and 
$5,000 fino. The other Bentenoes aro not 
dl«oloBed, bub will probably bo death. I 
havo requestod copies of the rooord for our 
government to dotormino its duty boforo 
final Bontenco, but have received no answer 
yet. There has been much bitter feeling 
and threats of mob violence, whioh tho ar- 
rival of tho Philadelphia yesterday may pro- 
vont. 

" LtliuohalanI was mado prisoner on tho 
10th January, and on tho 24th relinquished 
all olaims, and sworoallegianoo to tho republic, 
imploring olemency for tho Hawaiiana. 
Tho government replies to Liliuokalani, 
that thiB dooument cannot bo taken to ox- 
empt her in tho slightest dogroo from per- 
sonal and individual liability for complicity 
in tho late conspiracy. It denies that she 
had any rights since January 14, 1S93, when 
Bho attempted tho now constitution, fully 
appreciates her call to tho disaffected to re- 
cognize tho republic, and will give full con- 
sideration to her unselfish appeal for clom- 
ency for tho participants. 

(Signed) "Alberts. Willis." 
To thia Socrptary Grosham repliod : 
" If tho Amerioan citizana wero con- 
demned to death by a military tribunal, not 
for actual participation in tho reported re- 
volution but for complicity only, or if 
oondemed to death by a tribunal 
for actual participation, but nob after 
an opon and fair trial with oppor- 
tunity for defence, demand a delay rf 
the execution, and in oithor caso report to 
your government the evidence relied on to 
eupport the death soutouce." 

(Signed) "GbESHAM."

— Preaidont Cleve- 
land to day Bonta meaaago to oongreea which 
sayo : "Tho buiiness situation ia ao critiaal 
and tho legialativo prospect bo unpromising 
as to enjoin immediate legiBlativo action. 
Therefore tho details of an arrangement 
havo thia day boon concluded with parties 
abundantly ablo to fulfil their their under- 
takings whereby tho bonds of tho United 
StateB, payable in thirty yeara uftor date, 
with 4 per conb. intoroat, aro to bo ieauod for 
tho purchase of gold to a sum slightly in 
exocsa of $05,000,000, whioh sum, oddod to 
tho guld now held in reserve, will reBtoro 
suoh reserve to something more than ono 
hundred millions. The premium offored fixes 
tho rato of interest at 3J per coat. At loaBt 
half of tho gold will como from abroad.

VANCOUVER. 

VANCOUVER, Feb. 8.— The Raps in tho 
■treets aro being fillod up with handsome 
brick and atone blockB, and one is not fin- 
ished before another another la projocted. 
(This applies to the eastern portion of the 
city as well as tho west ond. 

The lateBt building under way !b a two- 
story brlok atruoture to be ereoted by James 
15 irland, contractor, on tho south-oast cor- 
nor of Westminstor avenue and PrinceBS 
street. 

A ratepayers' association has been formod 
in South Vancouver after tho plan of the 
Vancouver ratepayers association. Captain 
T. H. Aloock was oleoted president and Mr. 
Geo. Stirton sooretary-troaaurer. Thoao 
two officers, together with Mr. W. H. S. 
Billien, will act aB an oxecutive committee. 

The city counoil held a Bpeoial meeting 
this afternoon to consider a communication 
from Vancouver's represontativoa in tho 
local legislature in reference to tho Vancou 
ver city ohartor amendments. Tho meeting 
was not opon to reproBentativoa of tho 
press. 

Largo and enthusiastic mootings of tho 
Liboral Consorvativea were hold in Vancou- 
ver and Westminster to night. At Vancou- 
ver a constitution was adopted. Unanimity 
of aontimont prevailed and tho resolutions 
were of confidont tone. A largo number of 
names wero reported as added to voters' list 
by tho committee chosen for that purpose. 

IVE8T1HIN8TEII. 

New Westminster, Feb. 8. — Relations 
botweon tho Groat Northern railway and 
the city of Vancouver are slightly strained. 
The city ferry boat moots all trains, and 
curries passengers and baggage from Browns- 
ville to the city, and there is an agreement 
to the cffeot that the railway company will 
pay §(i a trip over and above all charges for 
passengers and freight carried after seven 
o'clook at night. It is Baid that the forry 
has of late been repeatedly relieved from 
duty by the railroad at sovon o'clock at 
night, and that afterwards the train has 
arrived and the pasaengora havo beon rowed 
serosa the river by fishermen in amall boats. 
On the other hand, tho railroad oompany 
claim that it has recently beon impossible 
for them to tell at what time the traiu may 
arrive, and that they have aoted in the best 
faith at all times with the ferry company. 

Oliver Barbor accidentally infliotod a 
severe wound on the arm of Alexander 
Holding, a ranchor at Langley, by tho axe 
he was using slipping from his hand when 
repairing a bridge at Langley.

Planta eleoted for a apeedy 
trial and wanted very rauoh to proceed at 
once. This was argued at some length, 
Judge Harrison oonoluding to ait on Monday 
at 11 o'olook to try the case. Mr. Planta 
again refused to avail himself of tho oppor- 
tunity offered to procure bail ; he would not 
trouble hia friends furthor and returned to 
jail.

WILSON vs. LUBBE. 

The Defendant Committed for Trial In tho 
Election Assault Caie. 

Mr. Theodore Lubbe waa yeabarday com- 
mitted for trial by Magistrate Maorae npon 
the oharge of violating section 263 of the 
Criminal Code in atsaultlnf? Mr. J. Keith- 
Wilson during the progreai of the recent 
municipal eleotion, at whioh Mr. Keith- 
Wilson waa a candidate for the mi v iralty. 
The preliminary hearing attraoteu to the 
polioo court the largest mdienco that has 
gathered thoro in months, and the proceed- 
ings were followed with the keenest interest 
and oloseat attention. Mr. Lubb» was re- 
presented by Hon. C E. Pooley, Q C, who 
previous to the opening of tho case asked to 
have the information amended to allogo com- 
mon assault Instead of the indictable offonce. 
This application waa refused, and several 
objections raised by tho defenoe upon tech- 
nio»l Imperfections in tho information wero 
also over-ruled. Tho hearing then pro- 
ceeded. 

Mr. Keith-Wilaon, the complainant, waa 
first oalled to the atand by Chief of Po- 
lico H. W. Shoppard, who as usual aoted as 
publio proseoutor, and related briefly the 
oircumstanaea of the unfortunate affair at 
tho polls. He had, he Bald, been engaged 
in conversation with Mr. D. Cartmel in tho 
hallway of the Pandora street entranoe to 
tho police oourt ohambor — on that day ueed 
as on election booth, Mr. Lubbe ontored 
and Mr. Cartmel bade him good morning. 
Aa he did bo Mr. Lubbo turned to the wit- 
ness with an oath, and on witness asking 
what he said or meant, oontinued, " D — n 
you, you lied about mo in the papor this 
morning — if I had been at that meeting lust 
night I would have broken your neok." 

Then without any provocation of word or 
aob the defendant atruok witness in the 
mouth, dazing him for tho moment and 
knocking him down. Tho present informa- 
tion had not been laid oarlior simply be- 
cause both tho oomplainant and Mr. Cart- 
mol, who witnessed tho asaault, had been 
confined to thoir homes by illness. 

Under oross-examlnation, Mr. Keith-Wil- 
aon denied any recollection of having said 
"this is bocoming very interesting," just 
after tho blow had boon struok. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley also pressod for an ex- 
planation of witness' utterances iu regard to 
tho Esquimalt Water VAorka Company at 
tho publio meeting on the evo of oleotion 
day, quoting from the Colonist's roport of 
the proceedings of that meeting. Ho asked 
Mr. Keith-Wilson if ho had used tho langu- 
age imputed to him, that " all this cry 
against him was simply becauae he had de 
clined to be led by tho nose, and consent to 
the working off of a rival soheme — tho un- 
loading of an oppoeition water system upon 
the city." 

Tho reply waa that the report convoyed 
tho meaning ho had intended, and that 
there might be no misunderstanding he 
(Mr. Keith-Wilaon) would repeat tho asser- 
tion therein contained. 

Thia extraot from the Colonist report 
was put in evidence by tho defence, and tho 
oroaa examination conoluded, Mr. Koith- 
Wilson stating that Mr. Lubbo had aald aa 
he was leaving the hallway after the assault 
that ho would have killed him had the op- 
portunity presented itself. 

To the Court the oomplainant oxplainod 
that on the day of tho assault an election 
was in progreBa for mayor, aldermen and 
aohool trustees, the police court ohambor 
being the polling place for tho mayoralty 
and trustee election. The polling was in 
progress at the time of the assault. He 
(witness) waa one of the oandidatoa for the 
mayoralty. After the aBaault he (Mr. 
Keith- Wilton) had Baid that it "waa a lucky 
thing for Lubbe that he waa not on the 
other aide, or he would bo in Heaven 
by this time." Hojdid not strike tho de- 
fendant or attempt to do bo. He was lit- 
erally knocked out. When ho received 
tho blow he waa not expecting anything 
of tho kind and in coneequonce it came 
with double force. There wero a number 
of peroona present when tho blow waa 
Btruck. 

Mr. D. Cartmel gavo corroborativo evi- 
dence in regard to the circumstances of the 
assault. Ho had aald to the defendant, 
" I'm aorry to Beo you loss your tempor — 
you'll got youraelf into serious trouble." 

Tho case for the prosecution waa oloaed 
with tbo examination of Mr. Manners and 
Polico Constable Redgrave, who were among 
tho witnesses of tho assault. The defence 
waa roaorved for tho higher court and ball 
waa fixed at §1,500. It was immediately 
forthcoming, Messrs. Thomas E*rle, M P., 
and B. W. Poarso qualifying aa bondsmen.

Whkheas by virtue of tho Municipal Act, 
1892. nnd Amonding Acts, ovory municipality 
may undor tho conditions contained thorein, 
borrow from any porson such sum of money 
not oxcoodlrg, howovor, an amount oqual to 
Bovonty-flvo por cont. of tho amount of taxes 
collected during tho provloua year (1891) of tho 
sum that was loviod that year by a gonoral 
rato upon land, improvements or roal prop- 
orty In tho municipality, and bearing ouch rate 
of interest as may be requislto, to moot tho 
current logal expenditure of tho Corporation, 
which bocomos payablo out of tho annual 
rovenuo boforo the rovonuo for tho year bo- 
comes payablo by the tax payers ; 

And WHKHKA8 aovonty-flvo por cont. of the 
amount of taxes upon land, Improvements or 
real proporty, collocted during tho yoar 1831, of 
tho sum that was loviod that yoar by a gonoral 
rato upon land, improvements or roal proporty,

And WHEREAS to moot tho current legal ox- 
pondituro of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoriu for tho yoar 1895, payablo out of tho 
annual rovonuo, beforo such rovonuo for such 
year becomes payablo by tho tax payors. It la 
roquislte for tho snld Corporation to borrow

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THE BUILDINGS CONTRACT. 



Beport by the Conimitteo of the 
Legislature Upon Its Present 
Condition- 



Differences Between the Architect and 
Contractor— The Progress Not 
Satisfactory. 

Tho following [b the report presented to 
the Legislative Assembly yesterday alter 
noon by the seleot committee appointed to 
inquire into the affiira thoro dealt with : 

Mr. Speaker : — Your Soleot Committee 
on tho Now Parliament Buildings beg to sub- 
mit this, their second report. 

Your Committee held ten sittings, and 
examined, under oath, tho following wit- 
nesses : -VV. S. Gore, F. Adams, F. M. Rat- 
tenbury, Jabtz Spittlehouao. E. C. Howell, 
T. Lubbe, A. Patorson, and R. Drake. 

Tho contract for stono and brick work was 
awarded to F. Adams for tho sum of $380,- 
000. Mr. J. C. Provost, of tho City of Vic- 
toria, is a partner of Mr. Adams', and has a 
half interest in tho said contract (page G of 
tho evidence) Mr Adams' tender for the 
work was $-154,508 31, which was roduced 
to $380,000 by tho Architect, with tho con- 
sent of Mr. Adams, in ordor that the 
amount of the contract of tho building might 
bo kept within the ostimuted cost (»tc pages 
C and 7 of the evidence) 

Tho deductions wore made up as fol- 
lows :—

All tenders woro to bo accompanied by a 
certified cheque for an amount equal to 
two per cent, of the amount of tender, and 
tho persons gotting tho contract were to givo 
bonds, with sufficient sureties for tbo duo 
completion of tho couLmut, in « sum equal 
to fifteen por cent, of tho contraot prico. 
All tonders accepted were accompanied by 
tho requisite marked cheque, and all oou- 
traotors furnished neoeseary seourity by 
bond, with tho exception of Nfr. Adams, tho 
contractor for the mason's work, in whoso 
case tho bond was dlsponsod with, in con- 
sideration of tho roduction of the amount of 
tho tendor by tho Bum of 515,000. The 
reasons for tho dispensing with tho security, 
as stated by Mr. Rattenbury on page 40 of 
the evidence, oro as follows : 

" In tho first instance it was not intonded 
to dtaponso with thorn, but in talking it 
over with Mr. Adams ho explained that ho 
would have to pay to tho banks ten or &{■ 
toon thousand dollars to obtain bonds, and 
wo, considering that wo had a marked 
cheque for $7,000, and that under tho con- 
tract we woro allowed to retain twonty-five 
per cent, of tho work, we thought that we 
were amply secured tho moment ho began 
work. Mr. Adams said that if wo waived 
tho bond hn wouldn't havo to pay this 
amount, and that it was a better bargain." 

While dealing with tho agreement to dis- 
pense with tho bond, your Committee beg 
leave to draw your attontion to tho results 
thereof, as statod in tho evidence if tho 
Arohitect in answer to quostions (pige 40 of 
tho oviderct) : — 

Q — Then it was contemplated that the 
twenty-rive per cent, should be retained in 
tho absence of the bond 1 A. — YeB, sir. 

Q. — Can you explain why you haven't 
done that? A — dimply to expedite the 
work. 

Q — You found it impracticable, did you 

not? A. — Porfeotly. 

Q — So that tho largest portion of your 

seourity is gone? A. — As to tho Beourity 

upon tho building ? 

Q — It is gone? A.— Yes 8ir. 

A roturn undo by tho Architect to 
tho Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works on all work dono undor 
this contract up to Friday, Janu- 
ary 11th, 1895, snows tho valuo of 
tho work done $118,200 00

Leaving a balance duo Mr. Adama 
without any retention § 20 3V) 

And this balance is supposing there are no 
chiquos outstanding (sic pages 41 and 4'J of 
the evidonct). 

Tho Contractor, Adams, claims he has not 
been fairly dealt with, and that the Archi- 
tect has subjected him to vory harsh and 
unfair treatment, unnecessarily preventing 
him from prceeeding with tho work ; order- 
ing extras without, iu many case*, fixing 
prices, and iu other oases allowing him very 
inadequate prices. This is denied by tho 
Arohitect, who evinces his determination to 
compol the contractor to livo up to tho lot- 
tor and spirit of the contract. The disputes 
thus existing between the parties should, in 
tho opinion of your Committee, bo arranged 
and sottled without delay, other wise serious 
complications may arise. 

It is impoasiblo for your Committee to ar- 
rivo ot auy conclusions as to tho amount al- 
ready allowed for extras, or what is likely 
to bo requiiod therefor. Tho evidonce of 
tho Architect and Contractor Adams la vory 
conflicting. The latter claims largo sums 
for extra work (see page 12 of tho evidonce), 
and for change in stono : that is, for tho re- 
jection of tho Kokuilah stono and tho sub- 
stitution of tho Haddington etone (see p:igea 
24 and 35 of tho evidence). Tho Arohiteot 
chimin tho deductions in work and materials 
will offdot tho extras, and that substitution 
of stono will nut entail any additional or any 
extra cost to tho contractor, and tbua tbo 
two parties are widely at variance. 

The tenders for this contract woro based 
upon fixod prices for Haddington and Kok- 
silab stone, which was ollorod to tho Gov- 
ernment and acceptod by them at the fol- 
lowing prices :— For Koksilah, 50 oonta per 
cubic foot of dimension stono ; for Had- 
dington stone, 58 cents for tho aame. Tho 
Koksilah etone waa rtjeoted, and only a 
very small quantity used in tho building, 
and nono in this contract^ Hut as tho mat- 
ter is now tho subject of litigation between 
tho Koksilah Qaarry Company, Limited, 
and tho Government, your Committeo deem 
it advisable not to make further comments, 
but merely to submit tho ovidenco and cop- 
ies of correspondence and documonta as con- 
tained in tho Exhibit "A" reforred to in 
ovidenco of T. Lubbe. 

MeBsrs. A. W, Huson, Honry Ruige, and 
Samuel Gray, tho owners of tho Haddington 
Island quarry, having failed to givo security 
to tho satisfaction of Adama for tho delivery 
of tho stone, in accordance with their agree- 
ment, tho then Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works, tho Hon. F. G. Vernon, bv a 
letter datpd tho Hist day of January, 1894 
(stc page ,'17 of evidonct), dirootod tho said 
Contractor Adams to proceed to bring too 
atono from tho Haddington Island 
quarry, undertaking thereby to roliovo 
him against extra coats of stono, by 
reason of tho failuro of tho Baid parties to 
dclivor Btono ; and subsequently, tho said 
ownora of the quarry having failed in their 
contract, an agroomont was entorod into be- 



tween tho aaid Contractor Adams and tho 
Hon. F, G. Vernon and tho said Huson, 
Rudgo, and Gray, dated tho 12th June, 1894 
(copy of which is annexed to tho ovidenoe, 
by whioh, aftor certain recitals thoroin 
made, possession of tho quarry was rondored 
the said Adams by tho Baid owners 
thoreof and the Baid Commissioner of Lands 
and Works ; and the said Adama agreed to 
work and operate the quarry, taking there- 
from, from time to time, all stono requirod 
the erection of the now Parliament 
Buildings, and ugreoing to pay to tho Hon, 
tho Minister, for the ueo of said quarry and 
plant, a royalty of Dvo ceuta por cubic foot 
upon all stono extracted from tho quarry for 
use in the buildingB, whioh royalty was to 
be held by the Miniator for tho uae and 
benefit of tho ownera of tho quarry. It was 
also agreed that tho Contractor should havo 
the use of all the enginoB, plant, and ma 
torial found upon the Bite of tho quarry for 
the purpose of extracting stono to bo used 
upon the building, and upon termination 
of tho contract ho was to restore 
tho Biiiio to tho owners of the 
quarry in their then present thoroughly 
Bound working condition, duo allowance be- 
ing made for ordinary woar and toar ; and 
by the saiel agroomont the Contractor re- 
leased the Miniator from all liability and re- 
sponsibility for damage or otherwise in re- 
speot to his undertaking on behalf of the 
owners of the quarry for tho supply of stone 
by them to the Contractor anterior to tho 
date of tho aaid agreement. 

The bond alluded to in tho lotter of Hon. 
F. G. Vornon to tho said Adams, dated .'list 
January, 1894, was executed by Honry 
Rudgo, Samuel Gray, Alelen Wealoy Huson, 
John Turner, Alexander J. MaLellan, An- 
drew G. Bechtel and W. J. Maciulay, to 
tho amount of $19,000, and atlidavits of 
justificalion hy some of the sureties were at- 
t iched to tho bond. 

B-foro taking possession of the quarry a 
sum of about §2 500 had to be paid by 
Adama for t he Government, for wages due 
workmen at the quarry (me pago 97 «f the 
evidenoi ). The Government, aluo paid ab"ut 
$4,000, being amount of two mortgagee on 
the qujrry property, for which they holt a 
mortgage upon the Baid quarry (net pago S)6 
of evidenot ) 

Tho plant of tho contractor, Adams, has 
been mortgaged to the Bank of B.C. for ita 
full amount, to securo his indebtedness to 
the said bank. 

Your Committeo examinod R. Drake, tho 
contractor for plastering, slating and fire- 
proof work. The contract price for thiB 
work waa tho sum of §59,000 00. Thia con- 
tract, like all contracts in relation to the 
building, ia based upon tho bills of quanti- 
ties, and the amount of each contraot may 
vary, thus oithor increasing or diminishing 
the contraot coat of the buildings. 

In putting in his tendor, and after accept- 
ance thoreof and execution of his oontract, 
Mr. Drake discovered ho had mado a mis- 
take in extending the figures for tiro-proof 
work. HiB tendor waa §10 por cubic yard, 
bnt in many caaea it was extended on the 
basis of auperficial measurement. The dif- 
ference in this amounted to §5,910 90 (see 
pages K!9 and 154 of evidence), and the 
Arohiteot, being satisfied that a mistake had 
been mado, recommended that it should bo 
correctod and this sum added to tho amount 
of Mr. Drako's contract prioe, especially as 
hiB tender was so much lower than the next 
higher tendor. Mr. Drako has dono extras 
to tho amount of about §4.000. 

Tho Architect gets one por cent, on tho 
amount of acaopted tendore for getting out 
quantities, which sum is included in tho 
amount of tho contract pric?, ond in tho 
case of Mr. Adams ho received ouo per cent, 
on 'ho amount of Adams' tender. 

The work on tho buildings is not progresp- 
ing satisfactorily, and never haa progressed 
at tho rato it should havo done, and accord- 
ing to tho present rate of proureas it will 
take about eighteon months for tho complo- 
tion of Adams' oontract. ,(See ovidenco, 
page 59 ) 

By ternia of the contracta tho works havo 
to bo completely finished by the ."Khh of 
November, 1S95 

Your Committeo havo only investigated 
the contractB of Adama and Drake. 

Wo submit herewith two copieB of the 
evidence, and exhibit "A" reierred to in 
tho evidence of T. Lubbe.

THE HEATH CASE. 

There has boon a good doal of talk in tho 
city about the Heath case, and aomo of it 
not at all to tho point. Tho gravamen of 
Mr. Heath's ctfeucs is that he Bpoko eon 
tomptuously of a religious doctrine which ia 
devoutly believed in by many of the taxpay 
erB of the community. It dooa not make 
any difference what that dootrino ia or what 
denomination of religioniata had oauaa to 
fool allocked and offended at tho teachor'a 
so-called exposition. In the estimation of 
the teacher and of the authoritioa whose eer 
vant ho is, all denominations of Christians 
should be on tho same level, and their 
dootrinea and the roligioua conviotiona of 
those who belong to them aro ontitled to 
the aomo respect. 

Whatever a teacher's privato opinions may 
bo with regard to tho dcotrinoa and tho prao 
tices of any Church, ho commita a serious 
offenco when ho obtrudes them — no matter 
■what language or what illuatrationa he uaea 
— on his pupila during school hours. That 
offenco ia very greatly aggravated when he 
undertakes to apeak on controversial sub- 
jects in languoge that may bo juatly regard 
ed as offeneivo. The reason of this 1b aim 
plo and very eaeily understood. Tho Gov- 
ernment echoola of this provinco uro unde- 
nominational or non-scctariau. Before tho 
poople consented to pormit tho establish 
mont of this undenominational school ays 
torn, thoy were assured that tho religion of 
tho children that should attend them, would 
not bo tampered with. 

Tho Government by tho laws that it has 
made has guaranteed that tho religious faith 
of all tho children ahull be respected —that 
there shall bo no proselytism in tho schools, 
and that nothing shall bo said by the 
teachers to lesson tho revnronco of tho 
childrou for the religion in whiea they wore 
being brought up. This bargain between 
the Government and tho pooplo is clearly 
understood, and it ia on tho conviction that 
tho Government will keep faith with them 
in this rospeot that tho great majority of tho 
pooplo sond their children to tho public 
sohools. When thon a toaoher takeB upon 
himeolf to apeak disrospootfully ot any doc- 
trine or any aacramont of any church, 
ho violates tho compact whicli tho 
Govornmont haa mado with tho pooplo ; and 
tho Govornmont which ia hone8t cannot re- 
gard tho broach of faith with lndifforonco. 
It ia In duty bound to tako cognizance of 
tho offenco and to convince the pooplo that 
ft is determined to koop faith with them. 
We, for our part, aro glad to boo that the 
Govornmont is determined to live up to its 
obligation tu maintain inviolate tho unden- 
ominational ohariotor of its echoola. In no 
othor way can our public achool Byttsm 
maintain tho hold it haB on tho oatoom of tho 
pooplo. 

Wo have refrained from saying anything 
about tho particular olTonoo on which Mr. 
Heath haa boon condemnod par.ly booauso 
wo cannot trust oursolves to notice it with- 
out uaiDg language which many of our road- 
ora would regard ua too strong, and purtly 
booauao wo conBidor tho manner of Mr. 
Heath's offence as oi comparatively littlo 
importance in tho consideration of tho caso. 
'Tho poinb which all who havo tho mainten- 
ance of our syBtom of undenominational 
Bohoola at heart ia the fact of a teacher hav- 



ing, in the performance of Ida duties, 
spokon of the doctrines of any body of 
Christiana derisively, or in a way calculated 
to give any body of Christiana offenoo. 
Everyone oan see if Buch oLTencoa wore per- 
mitted or overlooked, or tholr Importance 
underestimated, tho whole aystom would, 
in a very short time, lall into diaropute — 
and deeorvedly so. 

Wo may say horn that, in our opinion, 
ho majority of the Board of Truateei in re- 
fuaing to deal with the (juration exhibited a 
lamentable want of firmness and intelli- 
gence. They should havo done their duty 
in tho premises, no matter what tho Council 
of Instruction might do or leave undono, 
and thoy oughb to have known that tho 
offenco ia ono which no ono ontruBtod with 
authority under our undenominational 
achool ayBtom could paaB ovor or treat 
lightly without committing a vory grave 
doreliotion of duty. 

A RESULT OF FREE TRADE. 

Mr. Laurior in his Montreal speech gavo 
as one of tho reeulta of protootion tho in- 
crease of tho population of cltioa at the ex- 
pense of tho country. Wo romarked at tho 
time that people in froo trade Kngland wero 
making precisely tho aame complaint. Wo 
eee in on Amorican exchange an articlo on 
tho aamo subject, apropos, too, of Mr. 
Laurior'a apeoch, in which tho London 
Times ia cited aa having reoontly said " tho 
docroaBO of population in the rural distriotH, 
which marks tho couaua of 1891, haa been 
moro or leas continuous during tho presont 
oentury." 

Somo of the Liberal papora of tho Domin- 
ion havo had tho hardihood to deny that 
agrieulturo is doprosaod whero British frco 
trado hao boon in operation f jr noarly fifty 
years. Their folly and ihsir ignorance is 
exposed in almost every Urilieh newspaper 
we open. Mr. Chaplin, who ia aa well in 
formod as to tho condition of those ongaged 
in tgrioulturo ub any man in tho Throo 
Kingdoms, attributes tho depopulation of 
the rural tlistricta and the congestion of the 
cities to tho prevailing agricultural deprea 
sion, which has been brought about by tho 
unrestricted competition in tho British mar 
kota between the British farmor and the 
foreign and colonial agriculturist. Thi 
competition ia tho direct and tho caloulatod 
result oi free trade. 



A STRIKING ST A TEMBNT. 

Some of tho organs of tho Opposition havo 
been trying to dotractfrom tho forcoof Borne 
of tho statistical statements which provo bo 
yond controversy that the country has been 
progroBsing Bince the Conservatives aBBumed 
the reins of Government, by aaying that the 
statistics have been compiled by a partisan 
having a party end in view. The Govorn 
ment statistician, Mr. George Johnson, has 
replied to this accusation in a way which wo 
think will alienee the carpera. But figures 
can bo produced that havo boon compiled by 
bueineas men for business purposca, whioh 
provo no! only that tho country haB pro 
gresBod under the rule of tho Conservatives 
but that it did not progress during tho five 
yeare that the Liborala were in power. The 
following article from tho Toronto Empire 
proves this aa clearly aa words and figures 
can prove anything : 

But there aro somo atatiatica which thi 
Globo cannot use to brush asido the wholly an 
founded cry of partisan manipulation. Let 
ua take these and aeo if they do notbiar 
out the claima of the Conaorvativo party 
We do not eupposo that tho Globo will deny 
the aocuracy of tho banking returns, or will 
insinuate that tho banking officials, who aro 
Bworn to report truthfully, and tho public 
officers who record them are in collusion to 
falsify tho factB and decoivo the country 
What do those atatiatica ahow ? A com 
pariaon indicate8 that under the old Cart 
wright rogimo tho country's financial condi- 
tion deteriorated ; during tho past fivo years 
it has, to a far groator degree, exhibited 
safe and atoady betterment. Here are the 
facta :

whioh tho Oppoaition find impoaaiblo to 
answer. 



A BLO W FUR FREEDOM. 

Tho pcoplo of California —particularly 
thoao of San Francisco — havo for a long 
time been complaining of tho tyranny of tho 
Southorn Pacific Railroad. Tho Southern 
Paoifia, they said, owned tho country and 
levied tributo ruthlessly upon all classes 
and all industries. It held tho Logialaturo 
of tho Stato in tho hollow of ita hand, and 
tho Municipal Councils wero ita very humblo 
servants. Kicking againat ita oxaotiona 
waa unavailing. San Francisco would never 
thrivo until a compoting road was construct- 
ed, and tho times being hard thoro aoomod 
to bo no chanoo of any now railroad project 
boing carried to a successful iasuo. 

Bat, In Bpito of tho commercial dopreB- 
aion and tho dreary prospect gonorally, a 
project to build a California!! railway for 
Californians waa atartod. This is tho San 
Joaquin Valley railway, A subscription 
Hat was oponod with Claua Sprockols' namo 
ot tho head of it for half a million of dol- 
lara. Thon followod tho names of 
his two sons, John D. and A. 
B , for ono hundred thousand a pleco. , 



The list was swelled by the subscriptions of 
rich men and strong banking and commer- 
cial companies until it amounted to well on 
to two millions. " This," the Argonaut 
aye, " means that the new railroad will bo 
built," The namo of Claua Spreckols, to any 
project of tho kind ia a tower of strength. 
Ho is, iu tho first plaoo, very rich indeed, 
and in tho next ho is an uncommonly shrewd 
man of business and ia not at all likely to 
riok his money in u foolish undertaking. 
Tho prosiigo of his uatne will give a stand- 
ing to the boheme which it would not huvo 
had othirwise, and will attract men who 
havo money to iovest in all purts of tho 
Uuitod States ar.d olher oountries. This ia 
what tho Argonaut — a papor by no means 
given to complimenting — aaya of Claua 
Spreckols : It ia not (littery to say that he 
(Spreckoh) ia tho only man in San Francisco 
who could have put this plan upon ita feet. 
Both his friondB and his cnemieB ugroo to 
that. Hu baa a largo fortune, ia 
man of rnmarkablo business judg- 
monb and has behind him a long lifo 
unmarred by failuro. His business prestige 
alono would have boon sufficient to start a 
larger enterprise than this ono. 

The San Franoisoo Call ia delighted with 
tho prospoot which tho construction of tho 
V alley Road opens up to tho people of Cali- 
fornia. This is part of what it says : 

Tho freight schedules of tho Southern 
Pacific have been a two-edged knife to tho 
poople of tho valloy. Thoy havo imposed 
such burdens on tho valley products that 
tho not proceeds of grain and iruil grown In 
San Jobquin, Stanislaus, Merced, Fresno, 
Tulare and Kern havo horotoforo boon div- 
ided into two portions— one for the grower 
and ono for tho carrier who took tho crop to 
market -and quite often tho latter was tho 
larger of tho two. Simultaneously tho val- 
loy firmer has had to pay two prices for 
everything ho wanted — his tools, his furni- 
ture, his clothes, hlu groceries, bin supplies 
of all kinds, ono price representing tho nor- 
mal value of tho goods in the groat markets 
of tho country and another prion represent- 
ing the co»t. of hauling the goods from tho 
place of production to Sacramento, Stockton 
or Los Angeles and theuco to the place of 
consumption. These two burdens have 
heightened the cost of production through- 
out the valley, while sini-jltaucoutil y reduc- 
ing its profit. 

A now road, built at a cost of 86,000,000 
and run with no purpose of making moi 
by Btook doala or pooling arrangements, 
should be able to carry the products of ills 
valloy to thia city at a rate far loan than tho 
Southern Pucifia haa chargod, and, on the 
other hand, she uld bo able to distribute 
through tho valley goods imported to San 
Francitco by soa at figures which tho present 
lino has never attempted.

VANCOUVER'S SENSATION. 

ArreBt of a Prominent Business Man for 
Alleged Attempt to Bribe an Alderman 
—A Uencral Denial. 

VANCOUVER, B. C., Feb. 8. — Vancouver's 
oitizons wore astonished yostorday by tho ar- 
roat of J. L\ W. MucFarlane, manager of tho 
British Columbia Iron Works, on a chargo 
of attempting to bribo Alderman McCraney. 
Tondors wero recently called for by tho city 
for the construction of an electric light 
plant, and tho contract waa awarded tho 
British Columbia Iron Works. Their ton- 
dor waB not the lowest, and at tho timo tho 
oouncil announcod they had awarded it to 
them on account cf their boing a homo in- 
dustry. Now it ia charged that hoodling 
took place, aa rocontly in Toronto. 

The information on whioh MacFarlane 
waa arrested waa sworn out by W. L. 
Loonard, agent for tho Boyal Kleotrlo Com- 
pany, Montreal. Ho allegeB that MacFar- 
lano attempted to bribo MtCranoy In tho 
sum of §1,000 to aocuro the contract. Mao- 
Farlane waa roloased on $2,000 bail, his eaao 
coming up Saturday. Iloth MacFurluno 
and McCraney deny tho chargo emphatical- 
ly. Loonard says ho is acting under instruc- 
tions from his firm. Ho also hinted that tho 
action' never would havo boen takon if Mac- 
Farla.no had " dono tho right thing." It is 
thus suggested that Leonard's company wob 
intcroBted in MacFarluno'a tendor and that 
disagreements havo arisen between the 
firms. 

Tho following statement wan mado to day 
by an interested party : Loonard was 
working with MacFarlane and waa to get 
commission on protita if tho scheme went 
through. Tho ufF*ir did not materialize sat- 
isfactorily, and Leonard, not getting hiB 
commiaaion, demanded u sum of money. Gn 
this being refused tho preBent suit wan 
brought. Mr. MacFarlane, who has n gilt- 
edged reputation for honesty in tho city, 
prefere not to talk a groat deal for publica- 
tion beyond most emphatically denying the 
whole thine an absurd. 

Aid. H. P. McCraney said to tho Colon- 
ist correspondent to-night : " I havo hoard 
that, threats were made for tbn last month. 
All I can uay is that Mr. MacFarlane never 
olforetl mo a bribo for any Borvico nor sug- 
gested anything of tho kind. He is not 
hat kind of a man— tho thing iu ridiculous. 
Ic is not my pluoo to express any opinion 
for tho press. I havo been nerved with a 
subpoena, but what is intonded to be provod 
by mo I cannot toll." 

The appended letter has been handed to 
tho Colonist by Aid. McCraney : 

To the Mayor and Council, City of Van- 

"Gentlemen :— As my name has boon 
oonnootod with a oaso now ponding ro oloc- 
trio light contract, I doom it advisable to 
plaoo in your hands my resignation 
as an alderman for this city, and 
beg to stipulato that should it 
appoar to you as a roBult of 
Bald euso that any Buepielon attached to mo 
for any couuecUou I may have hud in said 
matter, that tho enclosed resignation ahull 
be immediately acted on.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

First Session of tlio Seventh Parliament. 

FIFTIETH DAY. 

Friday, February 8, 1895. 

The Spoakor took the chair at '2 p.m. 

Prayers by Rev. W. L. Clay. 

Mb. Williams presented the report of 
the commiueo on the parliament buildicga 
contract, which was read and recoivod, and 
ordered to bj printed. Mr. Williams aaked 
that the evidence be not printed as it would 
bo unfair to the porsons concerned who had 
not had the opportunity for oroaa-examina- 
tion. 

The Speaker ruled that the roport could 
not bo adopted until the evidenoo is printed. 
SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATES. 

Mb Skmlin, on motion that tho house go 
into committee of supply, aBked for aomo 
explanation of the supplementary eetiinatoa 
referred to I hat committee. He observed 
with regret that they contain items for the 
continuation of tho board of conciliation 
and arbitration, andfor a Balary for tboAgon,'. 
Genoral in London. He thought that the 
London office has cost too much for many 
yoarB, without tho ealary now proposod to 
bo paid, and ho could see no roason what- 
ever for thus increasing the expense four- 
fold, particularly in tho face of tho govern- 
ment's proniiao of retrenchment whorover 
necessary. Ho did not bolievo that tho 
office of Agent General is at all necessary. 
He hopod this pcovinco would not bo re- 
duced to tho position of Newfoundland, 
which having corns to a statp of financial 
collapao now promises to retrench to the 
amount of a quirter of a million dollars a 
year. Holding these views ho [moved in 
amendment : 

"Whereas thoeatimatoB now laid before the 
houso contain an item of $2,000 ealary for 
an Agont-General in London for six mouths ; 
and whereas the debt of tho province, as 
shown at ;lOth Juno, 1891, was $701,418, 
and on .')0;h June, 1894, 82 398,767, an in- 
crease of $1,697,349, of which only $-'U0,178 
was occasioned by the convoraion ot the 
loans of 1S77 and 1 SS7 ; and whereat the 
deficit, na shown by tho public accounts, 
was, on 3()rh Juno, 1S94, $772,437 ('jf which 
only $55,954 being statutory was not in- 
cluded in the ostimatet) instead of $218,43(1 
as estimated ; and whereas the estimates 
laid before the houso laat session for tho year 
onding 30rh Juno, 1895, Bhewod an expected 
defioit of $59,509 (whioh was supposed to be 
provided for by an approximate balance of 
$90,000 calculated as available from tho pro 
vioua year) ; and wheroas in the ostimatos 
passed this yoar supplementary estimates for 
that year to tho amount of $247,785 were 
provided, and tho estimates now before 
ue aBk for a further sum of $32,305, 
shewing a total defioit of $339,599 ; and 
whereas the ostimatos already passed lor tho 
year ending 30th June, 1S9G, showed a fur- 
thor deficit of $270,788 to bo anticipated, to 
which tho amount in the estimates now bo- 
foro us, $3,000, must be added ; and whore- 
as in addition to theso deficits occurring 
from tho e*ponditureB for tho ordinary ser- 
vices of the country, the province has to 
provide annually for interoston the railway 
bonds guaranteed by it, viz , Viotoria & 
Sidney railroad, $0,000 ; Shushwap & Okan- 
agan railroad, from $40,000 to $50,000, for 
the payment of whioh tho only security 
(whon tho Dominion subsidy for the latter 
has been exhausted) is a second mortgage 
on theso lines ; and wlisraas tho provinoo is 
also liable for tho principal and interest on 
$674,500 bonds of tho Nakusp & Slocan 
railroad, tho commercial success of whioh ie 
not yot assured ; and whereas out ot a total 
estimated expenditure for tho year ending 
30th June, 1890, of $1,315,837, all that is 
appropriated for works of development, 
roads, streets, bridges and wharves, is 
$199,400 : 

" This house oonsiders that in tho present 
financial condition of the province the ex- 
ecutive have failed in their duty in not ma- 
terially curtailing the expenses of adminis- 
tration so as to have more to expend in 
works of development, and that an oapecial 
provision for a Balariod Agent-General in 
London is a wholly unnecessary and ur justi- 
fiable expense." 

Hon. Mr. Davie said if tho hon. gentle- 
man desired a full discussion of tho matters 
contained in tho preamblo to tho resolution 
ho should have given some little notico of it. 
Ho could not oxpeot tho government or tho 
house to discuss the array of figures there 
presented without an opportunity of oven 
reading them. However, tho matter might 
be summed up in the resolution itsolf, 
on which ho would say a few words. 
He oould not help thinking that, thia roBolu- 
tion or ono In the same dirootion would havn 
corns more properly when tho original esti- 
mates or tho main supplementary estimates 
were under discussion. He had then com- 
mented upon tho faot that tho hon. gentle- 
men opposite had refrained from moving any 
amendment, which would have givon tho 
membora of tho government tho opportunity 
to reply to the staternenta made during tho 
debate, but that instead they had hold back 
in tho endeuvor to mako their remarks at a 
time when thoy could not bo answored. 
Tho mattora introduced into this resolution 
wore then directly boforo tho house, no 
amendment was moved, and by passing tho 
salary provided io the estimates tho house 
exprossod approval of tho ifHoo of 
Agent General, so that tho item 
for tho salary up to tho 30th of 
June next naturally followed. Particu- 
larly in view of tho recently authorizod loan 
it is necoasary to havo tho services cf an 
Agent-Goueral in active operation at tho 
present time, and there will be additional 
occasion for tuoh a ropresontativo ob tho 
financial yoar progresses. Ho folt confidont 
that this vlow would commend itself to tho 
hoiiBo, tho Ibetn now challenged being only 
following out tho courao already entered 
upon. Regarding finances generally, aa tho 
Financo Minister has said it is the intention 
of tho government to ontor into tho matter 
during tho rocesa with a viow to generul re- 
trenchments, bo that not only may u greator 
Bum bo available otic of the ordinary rovenuo 
for tho public works of tho provinco, but tho 
desired policy of greator oconomy 
may bo established. It waa also explained 
whon tho hudgot was under discussion 
that botwoen tho general elections and tho 
opening of tho houso in November thero had 
not been time to go into tho matter in the 
thorough way necessary in order to doter- 
miuo upon tho dotails of tho polioy to bo fol- 
lowed for tho future. Tho Iiouho was then 
content with tho assurances in this respect 
made by tho government, and he could not 
Bee tho slightest occasion now for tho amend- 
ment just offered. Tho government, how- 
ever, do not fear the fullest discussion. 
Thero is litllo that can bo Buid on their Bide 
that has not alroady boon stated to tho 
houso, except that several of tho oppoaition 
misstatements havo remained unanswered 
for laak of opportunity. Whon ho hoard so 
complicated a preamblo aB that read to tho 
houso this afternoon ho certainly expected a 
resolution whioh would oxpress something 
moro than did tho feeble ono which followed 
it, and which ho must ask tho houso to 
nogativo. 

Mb. SWORD talked in support of tho reso- 
lution, of whioh ho was tho aocondor. 

Hon. Col. Baker Baid ho was glad to ob- 
observe that in ossoying to criticise theso 
Hupplomontary estimotos tho hon. gontlomon 
.havo found fault with only ono. (Hoar, 



hear ) He web sorry that Mr. Semlin has 
such a poor opinion of British Columbia as 
to compare it with Newfoundland as ho bad 
dono. The amendment he considered shows 
a desire to depreciate the oredit of tho coun- 
try, for whioh purpoBO it apparently has 
been framed, and while those acquainted 
with tho factB underatand it differently a 
strangor reading it would bo led to a couolu- 
Bion not creditable to tho provinco. 

Hon. Mb. Tuknkr questioned whether 
any of the hon. gentlemen opposite fully 
estimated what this resolution amounts to. 
Ho oonsidored it a sort of catoh resolution, 
brought in with the vain hope of 
finding the government asleep. Thoso mat- 
ters all came up whon tho main estimates, 
fully covering them, wore before the house. 
He rallied tho oppoaition on their apparent 
inability to concoot thia resolution during 
the time whioh elupsod between tho presen- 
tation of tho estimates and their discussion 
by tho house, and their unreadineBB to pro- 
duce it even when tho committee of supply 
was proposed a few daya ago. They havo 
Blept upon it for about two monthB, ho said, 
and after all tho hard labor brought forth 
only thia wandering and puzzling resolution 
— a veritable mouse. (Laughter.) He thon 
took up the allegations of the preamblo ono 
by one, and showed them to bo wholly mis- 
leading, and also that tho facts proving 
thia were fully sob out in his budgot 
speech. Respecting tho Agont-Genoral, he 
waa appointed aa from tho let of January 
tho Btrength of tho eatimateB passed by the 
house in December, Ho showed the ad' 
tago of maintaining tho office, aB illustrated 
by tho many valuable sorvices rendered by 
Mr. Beoton, often at great personal ex 
ponse ; and pointed out why no ono can fit 
tiDgly represent th? provinoo without in 
curring large exponso. 

Mr ROGERS opposed tho amendment, 
dwelling upon tho advantogo of having in 
London someono in a position to talk to pos- 
sible investors. 

Mr. Kitchen spoko in favor of and Mr. 
Smith against tho rosolution ; which was 
put and lost on party division. 

The house went into committoo of supply, 
Mr. Eborta in tho chair, the supplementary 
estimates being adoptod after unimportant 
disousBioD. ThoBupply bill waB brought in in 
tho usual form, unci read a first and second 
time. 

HILLS PASSED. 

Tho report on tho companies act amend- 
ment bill waB further considered,]andadopt- 
od with amendments, an amendment to eivo 
a three months' hoiBt being lost on division. 
Tho bill was read a third time and passed. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, on report on tho bill to 
secure to wivea and children tho benefite of 
lifo insurance, moved to atriko out tho clause 
extotd ng its piov sions to the mother of the 
assured, which was not in tho bill origin- 
ally. This and several verbal amendments 
were agreed to. Bill road a third time and 
passed. 

Mil MARTIN, on further reporb on tho 
land aot amondmont bill, moved to fix at $1 
per acre the price of tho 320 acres of pastoral 
land which pro-emptors eaBt of the CiBcades 
may ba allowed to purchase adjoining Ihoir 
pre-emptions. Agreod to ; bill read a third 
time and passed. 

Tho report on the bill to amend tho placer 
mining act was taken into consideration, 
until the hcueo took recesa at 6 o'clock. 

After HccesH 

The bill to amend tho assessment sob was 
read a third time and passed. 

The house wont into committee on tho bill 
to amend tho horticultural board act, Mr. 
McGregor in the chair. Reported complete 
with amendments ; road a third time and 
passed. 

The supply bill was considored in com- 
mittee, read a third time and passed. 

The Quesnolle lake dam bill was amended 
on report by the insertion of a clause pro- 
tecting tho public rights ; and read a third 
time and passed, 

RETAIL LlgOOR LICENSES. 

Tho house went into committee on tho 
bill to amend the liquor license aot, Mr. 
Graham in the chair. Hon. Mr. D&vie in- 
troduced a clause exempting Vancouver and 
Weetminater from the operation of this 
bill, aa they had their own license systems. 

Mr Kitchen moved to Btrike out the 
following Beotion : 

"2. Every demiso of promises for which 
a license has been or muy bo grantod shall 
be deemed to contain a oovenant on tho part 
of tho tenant to obey tho laws relating 
to the retail vending of wines and 
spirituous and malt liquors in forco in 
the locality whore euoh promises are 
Bituate, and tho conviotion of the licensee of 
any offenco rendering the lioonse forfeit or 
forfeitablo Bhall ontitlo tho owner to cancel 
tho tenancy aa from tho dato of such con- 
viotion and to ro-onter and expel tho tenant 
therofroni, any actual covenant for quiet en- 
joyment or term of tho tenancy to tho con- 
trary notwithstanding." 

A long debate took placo, in whioh Hon. 
Mr. Divie, Mr. Bootli and others pointed 
out that tho t fleet of this section would bo 
to mako lioenso holderB careful not to violato 
tho law ; but on tho ploa that to allow tho 
landlord to displaco tho tenant gave tho 
houso a vested right in tho liconse, Mr. 
Kitchon succoedod in having a majority of 
tli" committeo vote to Btrike out the section. 

li 11 reported complote with amendments 

The bills respecting overholding tenants ; 
respecting tho holding of potty sessions by 
justices of tho peace ; and respecting tho 
destruction of thistles, wcro road a second 
time. 

Tho houso adjourned at 1 1:05 p.m.

To the Editor : — As tho oity council pro- 
pose to lay wooden pavements on several of 
tho Btreots, will you kindly allow mo spuce 
as ono who huB noted tho causeB of eucceBB 
and failure to cil\jr a few suggestions on tho 
work. I might state that any visitor to tho 
eipital of Now South Wales can boar mo 
out that thoy have some splendid roadways 
thero. 

To mako them a BucceeB a firm foundation 
is absolutely necessary. All water, gas and 
sewerugo pipes whorevor required should bo 
previously laid to avoid breaking iuto the 
roadway after it is laid. Caro Bhould bo 
taken that all trencheB uro when refilled 
solidly rammed. If tho material is of suoh 
a nature that this cannot be dono, for in- 
stance u looso soil, or cluy too wot and soft 
to ram solid, Itho trench should bo filled 
with sand and thoroughly wotted when in 
tho trench, as thiB makes a moat solid till- 
ing. The blocks, which aro cut six or soven 
inches in length from an eight by threo inch 
plunk, should be thoroughly sound, well 
Beasonod tinibor and dry whon usod ; this 
will insure thoir absorbing tho greatest 
amount of tar before being laid, and after- 
wards taking up tho least amount of organio 
and objootionablo matter usually deposited 
on roadways. 

All blocks should bo of tho samo gaugo in 
bhioknesa or aB near as possible bo that tho 
joints bocweon them will bo of uniform 
width. If three inches is rho thickness de 
cided upon, all over threo inches and under 
two and four-eighths inches should bo ro- 
joctcd. In Btreots whero electric cars run 
iho cross tios or Bloepore should bo dono 
away with, as tho vibration of tho our causes 
tho blocks over tho tios, ospooially those on 
tho outer onde, to work looeo, and othors 
surrounding theso soon yield from want of 
lutoral support. 

I am confident your ixporionco will be 
(like that of the Sydney counoil) that a now 
auction of rail will bo necessary when pass- 
ing along a wooden pavement, adopting a 
rail with a wido bottom ilango to sot on and 
bo bolted to a oantinuous concrete founda- 
tion tho wholo longth of tho pavement. Tho 
topofrallBhouldbo level withthosurfacocf tho 
now roadway and having u Bido pluto bolted 
on to Bido of rail loaving a narrow space bo- 
tween the plato and tho rail to allow tho 
flungo of tho wheel to run in that groovo. 

Tho olosor tho blocks conio together tho 
hotter tho pavement. In Sydnoy u apaoo of 
half an inch was left between tho blooka on 
ono of tho first roadways, and tarrod fino- 
sorooned gravol forced solidly into thojointB 
with a spocial jointer and heavy ram. This 
was not a success, and aoon required to bo 
ro-laid in portions, espooially on hoavy 
grados, tho blooka oreoplng down tho hill 
and making that portion, at least, an ontiro 
failure. 

Tho foundation for blooks in Sydnoy 1b of 
couoroto, about five inohoa thick, ronderod 



on top porfeotly true and smooth with 
cement mortar an inch thick, put on while 
tho cuncroto is groen (tho best way to put a 
cement faco on ooncroto for any claBB of 
work). When tho concroto is hard onough 
and dry tho method of laying tho blocks is 
as folloWB : A moveablo cauldron and fur- 
naco — on wheels — is placod in advanco of 
tbo work and two men employed passing 
and receiving tho blocks through tho boiling 
tar (properly boilod without the addition of 
any othor ingredient) on inclined planea, 
each block being pushed into tho tar foroing 
ono out at the other Bide. Tho bed for a 
oourso of blocks is tarred and tho blocks 
being wheoled to place uro put in position 
very rapidly, forming perfectly straight 
courses across tho roadway ; tho blocks 
forming a gutter at sides running in tho 
direction of tho water;ourao. After the 
blocks uro laid the surface is given a hot 
coat of tur and some screenings from a atonn 
crushing muchino (fine gravol that 
haa passed through a quarter-inch 
soroen will do), is spread all over 
tho Burfaco. This completes tho work 
and gives a good foothold to horses on tho 
now block, protecting tho end, tho grain of 
tbo wood iteelf wearing for aomo tlmo before 
tho bare wood is reached. 

The concroto foundation is conaldored tho 
beat, but la somewhat expensive. If boards 
aro substituted, whioh I beliovo are success- 
ful in many American citios, I would recom- 
mend that thoso bo thoroughly tarrod (when 
seasoned and dry onlj ), tbo upper luyor of 
boards to havo a coat of tar immediately 
boforo boing luid on tho lowor. Tho blocks 
in Australia uro hard wood and only onco 
tarred. Your local timbor will abaorb moro 
and no doubt require two coatings. 

I trust I havo givon yen some hints that 
may bo of Borviuo to you in constructing 
your now roadway, and hope that thoy may 
bo accepted and avoid unnecessary, expen- 
sive and unnoyiug fuiluros by experimenting, 
t.,u8 benefitting by tho experience of othors 
who havo puBaed that Btugo. I will, if por- 
mittod, in anothor letter describo a less 
costly roadway, which haa givon satisfaction 
in tho auburba of Sydney ond other places 
whero tho truflio is not so hoavy ua in tho 
motropoliB. I fool auro it will givo equal 
satisfaction horo if similarly constructed.

New York, Fob. 8.— Savo for tho loBBer 
fall of snow, tho bllz/.ird whioh Btruok the 
metropolis laat night and has not yob taken 
its departure will rank with that of Maroh 
12, 18S8. Tho increasing severity of the 
btorm, tho wind roaohing a velocity of 70 
miles an hour at noon, and tho accumulation 
of ioo in tho rivora during tho day, brought 
about a condition whioh haa {prac- 
tically cogod up tho Island of Manhattan 
and with it thousands of those who dally 
come from tho auburba and Brooklyn. The 
tolcgraph and tolophono, where wiroa wero 
not down, have been brougot into play 
to quiot anxioty in numborloBB out 
oftown homes, and tho hotels 
aro crowded by unwilling gueata. 
Nearly all of tho forrioa havo given up at- 
tempting to foroo tho ioo blockado, and tho 
onormoua portion of Brooklyn'a population 
which movea to New York overy morning 
directed ita homoward journey to the East 
river bridge. The promenado had been do- 
Berted all day. To walk it was heroio work, 
yet great crowds essayed tho task. No tugs 
ventured below tho NarrowB. Vosoela 
bound out ill moat cases anchored in tho 
upper buy for more favorablo Bailing condi- 
tions. 

Philadelphia, Feb. 8 —Not Binco tho

John Wood. Tho Premier spoke but 
brii fly , explaining that tho state of his throat 
provontod him from making a speech on tho 
political situation. 

Sir Charles Tuppor mado on excollant 
fighting spooch, replying to tho arguments 
of Mr. Laurior and Sir Richard Cartwright. 
In regard to tho Munitoba school question, 
ho atated that until tho government had 
thoroughly conBldored tho deciaion of tho 
Pri .y Counoil they would maintain atriot 
ailonco on tho subjeot, and whilo tho task 
whioh hud hern placed beforo them was an 
extremely difficult one, they would moot it 
without flinching. 

In concluding, ho said ho beliovod that 
whon tho time to speak camo the Conserva- 
tive leaders would bo found ready to stand 
by tho constitution and by what it toachos, 
and willing to reapeotfully abide by tho ver- 
dict of tho people.

The liitperlnl rurllauient. 

London, Feb. 8.— Jotoph Chamborlaiu, 
leader of tho Liberal- Unionists, will movo 
tho cilicial oppoBition amendment to the ad 
dres in reply. Tho EubBtanoo will be 
" That, it ia contrary to publio iutorest 
that tho time of parliament bo occupied with 
tho discussion of meaaurea which, according 
to the ministers' own atatementa, there is no 
prospect of passing, whilo propoaula involv- 
ing great constitutional changes havo 
been unnouncod — proposals on whioh tho 
judgment of parliament should bo taken 
without delay " 

Arthur Jeffreys, Conservative, for tho 
northern district of Hanta, moved an amend- 
ment to the addroBa in tho Commons yes- 
torduy oonoorning tho depression of agri- 
culture and industry. Arthur F. Bilfour, 
Unionist leader, in closing tho debate on 
tho amendment to day, ga.vo details of tho 
industrial diatresB in Lancashire. He be- 
lieved, ho fluid, that the country stood faoo 
to faoo with a financial, agricultural and 
commorcial crisis. Tho consequent demand 
upon the government waa therofore that 
they consider anow and in tho light of tho 
beBt opinions, ail tho circumatancox affecting 
tho country's social condition. By ejuick 
aotlon much miefortuno might bo provontod 
Tho Parnollitea supported Mr. Jeffrey's 
amendment and left tho government with a 
majority of only twelve. Tho amondmont 
waa loat by a vote of i!7.'l to 261. 

The Armenian situation. 

Constantinople, Feb. 8.— Tho local ofli- 
oiala in Mooah havo been hindoring tho for- 
eign delegates in tho examination of certain 
witnesses in tho investigation of tho Armen- 
ian outrages. Consequently tho embassies 
of tho countries represented by tho delega- 
tions have protested to tho Porto, insisting 
that tho examination shall bo untram- 
melled. Sir Philips Currio's recsnt 
noto to the Porto haa elicited 
permission for newspaper representa- 
tives to travel in all tho provinces of 
Asia Minor except Bitlia. Thia one pro- 
hibition will not be enforced, howovor, after 
tho oommiseion and tho sittings in Mooah. 

London, Fob. 8.— Tho I Daily Report has 
this dispatch from Constantinople i "Owing 
to tho recent assaults upon foreigners here, 
U. S. Miniater Terroll propoeoa to urgo upim 
the Porto tho necessity of incrcaaing the 
polico force. It is not known whothor tho 
other diplomatists will support him in 
thia." 

BUU Hissing. 

Havre, Feb. 8 — Up to a late hour to- 
night no nows of La Gaacogno had boon re- 
ceived. The steamehip is inaurcd for £200,- 
000, and la valued at .OUO.UOO. 

Bismarck's Condition. 

London, Feb. 8. — Tho Times' corrcBpond- 
ont in Berlin says that Princo Bismarck has 
had a slight chill and his goneral condition 
ia audi that hia physicians will bo unable to 
decido until tho last mornont whothor ho can 
rcceivo tho delegates on his birthday. 

Innocent and Acquitted. 

Vienna, Fob. 8. — Dr. Anton von Palit- 
sohek was tried to-day on tho chargo of hav- 
ing embezzled money entrusted to him when 
ho was Austrian consul in New York. He 
waa found innocent and waa acejuitted. 

United States Finances. 

London, Feb. 8 —Tho Times will say to 
morrow in a loader on tho financial situation 
in the United States : " Whatovor courBO 
Congresa takca wo shall await tho result 
with equanimity. As for tho terms on 
whioh tho United States can get gold nobody 
hore caros a jot oxcept tho lendors, whose 
only eonoern is that higher IntereBt 
bo paid ; but to the United States treasury 
ib will bo a very real difference. The 
amount at atako ia too largo for oven a rioh 
nation to bo oaroloea about. It is for con 
grosB, aB a guardian of tho publio purse, to 
tako this into aocount." 

Formalities of French Flclitlnc. 

London, Feb. 8— Tho Daily Nows corroa 
pondent in Paris says that Marcol Canrob 
ort, son of tho lato Marshal, has challengod 
Deputy Hubbard on account of Hubbard'a 
criticism of tho Marahal during tho 
chambers debate on the grant for a state 
funeral. Hubbard'a seconds decided that 
tho deputy had not exceeded his rights. Tho 
question ia to bo submitted to Gen. Billot's 
arbitration. 

Drowned in Loch Corrlb.

Simpson closed it, and it haa nover beon 
winked. Bees P, Daniels, of thia city, ia 
tho chief promoter of the company w liich 
propnsoa to opon it. Tho incorporation 
p ipora will bo tiled within a few daya. It la 
proposed to put tho principle of co-opera- 
tion in forco not only in tho production, but 
in tho distribution of tho output of tho 
mine, by soiling Btock among tho ooneumerB, 
and thereby furnishing a euro anil steady 
market for the coal, and ultimately omploy 
about three hundred men.
